LIM CHANCE REMAINS 
TO PREVENT WALKOUT. 


If Arbitration is 


Offered the M. en 


Declare They will Refuse It. 


N TIMES, Aug. 11.—The- Federal 
mediators who are trying to 
prevent a nation-wide strike of 
400,000 employees on 225 railroads 
have until 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning to present to the four 
great railroad brotherhoods an ac- 
ceptable proposition from the rail- 
road managers. The mediators in- 
tend to ask the mes to consent to 
arbitration. The men undoubtedly 
will refuse and it would not sur- 
prise anyone who is familiar with 
the situation if the brotherhood 
chiefs immediately exercised their 
power to call the threatened walk- 
out. 
‘The heads of the union made no 
secret today of their impatience at 


er, one of the mediation board, 
asked the brotherhood presidents 
and the 600 adjustment chairmen, 
representing the employees, to wait 
until 10 tomorrow morning for an- 
other méeting with the board, but 
the request was granted reluctant- 


ly. 

Since the mediation conference 
began the union delegates have re- 
ceived many telegrams from all 
parts of the country, criticising them 
for permitting the delay. 

“We do not intend to wait very 
long on the mediators,” said Warren

ATTITUDE IS PLAIN. 


With this attitude plain, Judge

Prevalence of slight intestinal dis- 
orders is ascribed by Dr. Darlington 
as due to natural causes induced by 


heat.

CONSIDER AMENDMENTS.

munition, fire arms of any kind, and 
appendages, including small arma, 
cannon, machine guna, rifles and 
bayonets, electric’ motor boats. sub- 
marines or submersible vessels or 
boats, shall pay for each taxable year 
an excise tax of 10 per centum on 
their entire net profits actually re- 
ceived or accrued for said year from 
the sale or disposition of such ar- 
ticles manufactured within the 
United States. 

AS TO MATERIALS. 

“And every corporation selling or 
manufacturing any material entering 
into or used as a component part in 
the manufacture of any of the ar- 
ticles herein enumerated, shall pay 
for each taxable year an excise tax 
of 10 per centum upon their net 
profits actually received or accrued 
for next year from the sale or dis- 
position of such materia] so entered 
mto er used az a component pert in 
the manufacture of the articles 
enumerated, as aforesaid. 

“This section shall cease to be of 
effect at the end of one year after

THEY ENTER GORIZIA.

PARIS, Aug. 11, 5:30 a.m.—‘En- 
tering Gorizia by Via Leone, the 
sight that meets the eye is most 
striking,” telegraphs the Petit Pa- 
risien’s correspondent on the Ison- 
zo front.

“Ase soon as one passed the first 
houses and «ot into the city, the 
aspect of things changed complete- 
ly. Normal life was resuming its 
course and if it had not been for 
the echoes of the struggie one wou!

PHOENIX (Aru.) Aug. 7.—With 
the State-wide primaries only about 
a month distant, this year’s cam- 
paign actively is “on” in Arizona. 
At this date automobiles are bearing 
the familiar banners advising the 
electorate for whom to vote. 

The principal trouble just now is 
between the Hunt and Olney fac- 
tions of the Democratic party, each 
described by the other, respectively, 
as the “anarchistic’” and “capital- 
istic’ wing. Hunt has the labor 
unions and stands as the friend of 
the common people, particularly the 
non-taxpayer, and in defense of all 
the socialistic legislation that latterly 
has been cluttering up the Arizona 
statutes. About his only song con- 
cerns the efforts that are belus made 
by the vicious corporations to dis- 
place him, that they may possess 
Arizona as their own. With ali of 
his apparent stojidity, he has shown 
himeelf an astute politician through 
many years of membership tn Ari- 
zona Legislatures, and behind — 
there is a strong machine in whi h 
are most of the State appointees. In 
this connection the statement has 
been made that Arizona has 3700 of- 
fice holders. of whom only fifty-are 
Republicans. M of the balance are 
initiative and ferendum Demo- 


crats. 
OPPOSITION TO HUNT. 


George Olney bases his opposition 
to Hunt on the ground that the 
Democratic party has become tired 
of seeing the office of Governor 
dominated by fads and what has 
been called the baser element of the 
party, led by men of socialistic trend.

the Gehrkens found him a tiny bun- 
dle on their doorstep more than sev- 


enteen months ago. 


The baby, then a week old, was

Because of his present poor 
health, he declared he could not go 
into detail at the time, but would 
gladly take the matter up at any 
future date. 


FOR QUICK ACTION. 
When Chairman Pridham of the 
board called attention to the nature 
of the meeting, he introduced Maj. 
Pillabury, the engineer in charge of 
government construction work in 
Southern California. Maj. Pillsbury 


laid special stress on the necessity 
for prompt action in deciding which 
one of the routes should be chosen 
for the channel of the river from the 
proposed diversion dam at Domin- 
guez, to the ocean. 

It developed that Flood Control 
Engineer Regan, whose report to 
the board several days ago mentioned 
rights-of-way obtained as well as 
those under option, had not secured 
options on either of the two pro- 
posed routes, but he has completed 
his survey of them and has expressed 
an opinion that no serious opposition 
would develop against either one.

Auditor Deals with Big

These cans, he says, are enormous 
kettles mounted on wheels and are 
kept ready at all times to feed the 
troops. Instead of an hour's delay 
that resulted every time the Russian 
or other allied troops stopped to eat, 
the German and Austrian troops re- 
ceived their coffee and a hot meal 
on the march, and with less than 
ten minutes’ halt were ready to take 
up the march again. 

He says the forty-two-centjmeter 
guns and mortars are being dis- 
carded for the mobile 30.5’s, which 
can be transported anywhere the 
troops can go and can be mounted 
in les than four hours. The larger 
guns can only be transported by rail, 
require concrete emplacements and 
cannot be mounted in less than 
fourteen days. The reason none at 
the important guns have been cap- 
tured, he says, is because each posi- 
tion is mined and if forced to aban- 


the emplacement. 
MAY LAST LONG. 

“The war may last five years.” 
said Capt. Kleinschmidt. “All the 
nations are stronger than ever, and 
on the defensive the Teutonic allies 
can last indefinitely. Germany's 
only hope of speedy victory lies in 
delivering a series of striking blows 
during a grand offensive that may 
start at any time now and may par- 
alyze the allies to the extent they 
will realize the futility of a war to 
the death and offer reasonable terms 
of peace.”

Wounded British Soldiers Appear in 
London Streets in Brilliant Dress, 
Woman Traveler Says En- 

pire Has Many Men 


A distinctive uniform of striking 


|design recently has made its ap- 


pearance on the streets of London, 


according to Mrs. H. I. Ballinger, 
who arrived at the Clark from that 
city yesterday. The uniform is 
worn by English soldiers recuperat- 
ing from wounds received at the 
front, and consists of sky-biue 
flannel trousers and jacket with

Jscarlet necktie. 


Another innovation, according to 
Mrs. Ballinger, is the insigna of 
honorable discharge for disability 
worn by English soldiers. It is a 
khaki band, worn on the left arm 
usually, but when the arm has been 
amputated, it is sewed to the left 
breast of the coat. On the band is 
the English coat of arms, worked in 
silken colors above a golden crown. 
Mrs. Ballinger, who narrowly es- 
caped death when the Empire 
Theater was partially destroyed re- 
cently by a bomb dropped from a 
Zeppelin, has more.than 100 letters 
from wounded soldiers she nursed 
and entertained at her summer home 
at Staines on the Thames, before 
they were rent back to the trenches.

O HOLIDAYS FOR THE MUNITION 
WORKERS. 

A time-honored institution of Great 
Britain has been the bank holiday, coming 
four times a year, always on a Monday, 
to allow a week-end jaunt, whetr the Brit- 
ish workingman reserved his right to get 
as drunk as a lord. But the August bank 
holiday was “postponed” this year by act 
of Parliament, the Ministry of Munitions 
adamantly announcing that any cessation 
of output could not be considered. 

Anyone who knows their England will 
realize the enormity of the decision. The 
bank holiday was more than an institu- 
tion; it was an irrevocable, inalienable 
right, the central date around which the 
year revolved. To abolish bank holiday 
is worse than abolishing the Sabbath. And 
indeed, the government dared not abolish 
it; they insist that it is merely postponed, 
suspended by royal proclamation, but ac- 
companied by the Prime Minister's assur- 
ance that all poetponed holidays be given 
in full “when military exigencies permit.” 

One can imagine the revelry with which 
the British worker will celebrate that ac- 
cumulation of postponed holidays. Think 
what an accumulation of Fourth of Julys 
would mean to this country! Only by such 
a promise could revolution be averted. 
The mere hope of it should do much to 
hasten peace.

OUR WAR STRENGTH. 


BY ADAM T. GREEN. 


In the awakening of the American 
people to the necessity for full mili- 
tary preparation to meet and over- 
come any eventualities that might 
be forced upon us from any quarter 
too much has been published in the 
great journals of the country, while 
they are demanding 
and also said by speakers at ban- 
quets and other gatherings, of the 
assumed ease on which our eastern 
and. western coasts could be invad- 
ed—our great cities bombarded, our 
treasuries looted, our navies de- 
stroyed by any foreign foe who, 
of these public 

pposed weakness, 
would attempt to attack the United 
States. 


In one of the able of 
The Times upon this subject, urging 
every citizen to train for military. 
service, it was said “that out of 
10,000,000 of men in the United 
States, actually available and fully 
fit for fighting, we only have less 
than 250,000 with arms and with 
any training whatever.” 

This evidently applies to our reg- 
ular army and National 
all of them now under arms or in 
actual service. 

In reply to an inquiry, the Adju- 
tant-General of the army states 
“that it has recently been roughly 


| estimated that there are, in civil 


life in the United States, approxi- 
mately 230,000 men under 45 years 
of age who have had service in the 
regular army.” This means that, 
with the number of troops now in 
service, there are 480,000 trained 
soldiers in this country. 7 

In 1914 there were 31,000 students 
enrolled in the military departments 
of ninetyseven universities and 
military schools who were under the 
training of experienced army of- 

detailed as “professors of 
military science and tactics.” 

Their reports to the government 
state that “forty of these were des- 
ignated as distinguished colleges 
ahd honor schools where students 
have exhibited the greatest applica 
tion and proficiency in military 
‘training and knowledge.” Their re- 
ports for 1915 and 1916 will show 
a large increase in the number of 
these schools and of students un- 
der military training. 

The Untversity of California was 
last year classed as an “honor 
school,” and there were then 1500 
young men students under military 
training in that university. 

A recent act of Congress to in- 
crease the number of officers for 
the army authorized the President 
to select and commission a part of 
them from these military and hon- 
or schools.” 

Thus the total number of trained 
men in the army, in civil life and in 


colleges, as far as reported, is 512,- - 


000, “actually available and fully fit 
for fighting.” 

In addit to these American sol- 
diers we have in our foreign-born 
citizens a great body of men who, 
under the rigid laws of their native 
countries, have been trained to 
arms for active service and would 
come to the defense of the flag of 
their adopted country now ae rap- 
idly as their fellow-nationals did in 
our Civil War. 

At that time (the records of the 
War Department show) 485,000 for- 
eign-born citizens of the United 
States enlisted and fought in the 
Union armies, which then numbered 
2,898,300 men, engaged during the 
four years of war. | 

In the armies of the Confederacy 
there were 1,234,000 men engaged. 

Estimating at least 125,000 of 
those southern soldiers as men of 
foreign birth, who then were living 
in the South, it shows that we had 
619,000 foreign-born citizens en- 
gaged in both armies during that 
conflict. 

The population of the country was 
at that time 32,000,000. It is now 
100,000,000. 

To estimate only 10 per cent. of 
the “10,000,000 of men _ agctually 
available and fully fit for fighting. 
as citizens of foreign birth, gives a 
force of 1,000,000 men, nearly all of 
whom have been trained for war in 
their native lands. 


The wonderful output of Amer- 
ican factories now supplying Europe 
with arms and war material shows 
what the United States could do in 
equipping a vast army of our own 


in a time of threatened 4 
Therefore, in time of 

we could depend upon an army of at 
least 1,512,000 men already trained 


to take the field as quickly as they 
could be organized and equipped for 
service when the country calls for 
them. And they will come. 

The Times 
that Maj.Gen. Leonard Wood re- 
ported “that the United States had 
on hand at that time plenty of ma- 
terial for an army of 1,250,000 vol- 
unteers.“ We may safely expect 
that these army materials have been 
greatly increased in all classes since 
that time. 

The census report of 1915 shows 
that in the United States there are 
21,000,000 citizens of the military 
age—18 to 45 years. 

Congress has heeded our demand 
for national preparedness, and the 
work has already begun, but, before 
it can be finished and the European 
conflict ended, events may compel 
the United States to enter the war 
in defense of our national rights 
and the honor of our flag. , 

Then, if war should come to us, 
the United States would have more 
than 1,500,000 men already trained 
for war, who, with the help of our 
navy, would hold and defend our 
eastern and western coasts from in- 
vasion by any foreign foe, while 
other millions of volunteers would 
be under training for service, in 
units, to take the field. 

If the United States would adopt 
a system for the military training 
of our young men, so ably ad~ocated 
by Lieut.Gen. 8. B. M. Young, as 
recently published in The Times, 
the problem of military prepared- 
ness would, in a large measure, 
solved.

TO BOSS OFFICE. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY SPEAKS 
AGAINST E. T. EARL. 


eration, I consider it a public duty to 
call the attention of the people of 
this county to the manner in which 
their public servant, the District At- 
torney, has been harassed and an- 
noyed by the vindictive desire of E. 


because I have consistently refused 
to take orders from him during my 
incumbency. — 

“Shortly after I assumed the duties 
of the office ‘Se telephoned to me in 
a commanding manner to come to 
his office. I refused to do so, and a 
few days thereafter he called me 
again over the telephone and asked 
me to report at his home. I, of 
course, refused, and told him that 
if he had any official business with 
the District Attorney the doors of 
that office would be open to him, as 
they would be to any other citizen 
of this county. I have never been 
to his office, in accordance with his 
demand, nor at his home, nor have 
I any intention of complying with 
any demands of that kind he may 
make upon me. 

“In a short while his hostility to 
the office became evident. He even 
went to the extent of taking one of 
my secret service operatives to his 
ranch, and tried to induce this em- 
ployee to surrender the secret serv- 
ice reports of this office, for the 
reason that éertain persons whom he 
favored were then under investiga- 
tion. 

“He next sent an emissary to me 
to get me to desist from exposing 
David Pans of the Civil Service 
Commission, in a matter that was to 
be heard before the Board of Super- 
visors. This proceeding resulted in 
the confession and resignation of 
Evans. 

“His next move was to back Zu- 
pervisor Norton and others in an 
attack upon the chief detective of 
this office.’ which was heard before 
the Board of Supervisors and found 
to be utterly groundless. 

“Another move was to back a 
former discharged employee of this 
office, (who pow claims he was not 
discharged.) in conjunction with 
Norton, whois but the lackey of 
Fari. and a large force of hired de- 
tectives to formulate and present 
malicious and groundless charges 
against me in the Superior Court, 
for the purpose of remaving me from 
office. He never expected to succeed 
in accomplishing any such desired 
end, but simply sought to discredit 
me by the mere fact that such 
charges were filed. These charges 
were found by the Superior Court to 
be ufterly without foundation, and 
without any merit whatsoever, and 
the hired attorney who was foolish 
enough to bring them was severely 
reprimanded by the court for his 
conduct. 

“From time to time this same 
Norton has, at the instigation of E. 
T. Earl, refused to#approve the just 
and honest demands of persons em- 
ployed in the secret service de- 
partment of this office in investigat- 
ing offenses and crimes against the 
commonwealth. Sometimes the claims 
of my operatives have been held up 
for two or three months, when the 
men needed the money for their 
families and for their daily bread, 
and this has been done for the pur- 
pose of making it impossible for me 
to prosecute, in particular, violators 
of the liaqvor laws throughout the 
county, so that these people, who are 
trying to ruin the administration of 
justice—in which they have signally 
fatied—might claim that the District 
Attorney t* not properly enforcing 
these laws. 

“Earl even descended, early in my 
term of office, to the silly expedient 
of ordering the men upon his news- 
papers to discontinue the use of my 
name, and never mentioned the same 
thereafter in his newspapers except 
by way of foul denunciation.

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has just issued an order 
to the common carriers in this sec- 
tion, granting what is known as 
fourth section relief on thirty-one 
important commodities, from ter- 
minals and intermediate points to 
the southeastern territory. 

The term “fourth ‘section relief” 
refers to the fourth section of the 
act of Congress prohtbitiog the 
same rate for a short as for a long 
haul 

Among the most important com- 


modities affected are milk, con- 
densed. liguid or dry; vegetables, 
citrus fruits, melons, cantaloupes, 


strained honey, California wines and 
edible nuts, in carload lots. 

The reductions which this order 
will allow will amount to thousands 
of dollars per month to the shippers 
of Southern California, and win 
particularly affect the agricultural 
interests. 

E. W. Clapp, general freicht agent 
of the Southern Pacific, today stated 
that the application for permission 
to make these reductions was made 
last February. The rate sheet, cov- 
ering each commodity and the 
points affected, will be published for 
the information of shippers and the 
public at an early date.

The terminus of the Los Angeles 
aqueduct is to be marked by a large 
sign so that every passenger on the 
Southern Pactfic’s lines in the San 
Fernando Valley will be able to 


realize the meaning of the beautiful 
cascades where the aqueduct waters 
pour down into the valley. 

The plan was suggested by the 
Southern Pacific at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and permission was given it to 
place such a sign along the base of 
the famous eascades.

Rustem solemnly 
averred that he suffered neither pain nor 
fear, but that he felt the greatest indigna- 
tion because the bear grunted with so much 
satisfaction while munching him. 
Grant Allen, whose scientific habit of 
mind gave weight to his words, says that 
in his boyhood he had a narrow escape from 
drowning. While skating he fell through 
thin ice over a place whence several blocks 
had the day before been removed. He was 
carried under the thicker ice beyond, and 
when he came to the surface tried to 
break through by butting his head against 
it. The result was that he was stunned, 
then numbed by the cold, and so water- 
logged that artificial respiration had to be 
employed to restore him.

J had been momentarily uncomfortable, 
but it was not half so bad as breaking an 
arm or having a tooth drawn. In fact, dy- 
ing is as painless as falling asleep. It is 
only the previous struggle, the sense of its 
approach, that is at all uncomfortable. Even 
this is less unpleasant than I should have 
expected. There was a total absence of 
any craven shrinking. The sensation was 
merely the physical one of gasping for 
breath.”

islands. Fact No. 2 js that the people want 
to belong to the United States. 


No Longer Profitable. 


But why was Denmark 80 anxious to get 
rid of these islands? 

They, especially St. Thomas, once afforded 
their mother country a handsome revenue, 
Not many years ago Charlotte Amalie was 
a hive of industry and the market of the 
West Indies. The decline of this commerce 
was the indirect result of the perfection of 
steam vessels and of the abolition of slavery. 
Before our Civil War sailing ships carried 
on the commerce of the surrounding seas. 
Vessels then could not make long routes, and 
St. Thomas, on account of its convenient ſo- 
cation and excellent harbor, became the 
trading center of the West Indies. The per- 
fection of steamships made direct shipments 
possible. The English, French and Dutch in 
the West Indies thereupon began to send 
their agents directly to this continent and 
to Europe. They were thus enabled to buy 
in their home markets and have their goods 
sent directly to their colonies without pass- 
ing through St. Thomas. It was a sore blow 
to the little island when the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company of Southampton 
later transferred its workshops to the Brit- 
ish West Indies.. The old commercial im- 
portance of Charlotte Amalie entirely dis- 
appeared, chiefly from this cause, thirty-five 
years ago. 

The decline of St. John and Santa Cruz, 
began, however, as early as 1848. In that 
year slavery was abolished therein by Den- 
mark, and the production of sugar rapidly 
fell off. Sufficient labor could not be ob- 
tained. Weighed down by hard times, the 
people of all three islands have of late years 

grown more and more dissatisfied. Upon 
the whole, how ever, Denmark seems to have 
been good to them. She has not burdened 
them with taxation, although she has been 
accused of slight partialities to the native 
Dane as against the subjects of other blood 
born in the colonies. It is well known that 
Denmark's expense in maintaining the 
islands today is much greater than her 
revenue from them. 

Want to Join Us. 


As fat back as 1857, when our State De- 
partment endeavored to acquire the islands, 
a vote was taken among the people of St. 
Thomas and St. John to determine whether 
they wanted the islands to be sold to us 
Two thousand voted in favor of and less than 
thirty against the proposition. Uncle Sam 
will offer their mother country $25,000,000 
for the three islands. This will not be a 
steep price, regardless df the fact that Sec- 
retary Seward offered $7,500,000 for St. 
Thomas and St. John. A dollar went much 
further in those days than now. Mr. Seward 
Was very eager to make the acquisition, and 
his secret negotiations with the Danish 
Minister to Washington was begun at a 
dinner given just before Lincoln’s assassina- 
tion. The treaty of purchase was fully 
drayn, and presented to the Senate, but that 
body dilly-dallied with it, much to the dis- 
gust of Denmark. 

Ill luck frowned upon the negotiations al- 
most from the beginning. While a joint com- 
mission appointed to visit the island: was 
holding its first meeting in the government 
house at Christianstead a terrific earthquake 
and tidal wave damaged the town and scared 
the commissioners clean out of their wits. 
The assassination of the President and mur- 
derous assault upon Secretary Seward held 
up the negotiations for an edditional time. 
Since these fizzles Denmark has refused to 
open negotiations unless first assured thet 
we will pay a price agreed upon. It was 
once rumored that Santa Cruz could nut be 
sold to us Without the consent of France.

Such advance has characterized Los 
Angeles industries at every time an 
analytical account has been taken dur- 
ing the last thirty years. San Francis- 
co has made no such strides in its in- 
dustries, and the reason is that in Los 
Angeles the open-shop principle is 
maintained. This has brought here 
not only a great amount-of capital to 
be invested in industries but a great 
many of the most sober, industrious 
workers in various industries in the 
country. There is a public opinion 
here so virile that every civic officer 
feels compelfed to do his duty to main- 
tain law and order and to put down all 
violence and law-breaking. 

This is exactly the opposite of the 
condition that has ruled in San Fran- 
cisco, where in no industry of any im- 
portance is any nonunion man - 
mitted to work at all, where the law- 
breaking unions dominate public 
opinion, intimidating peace officers 
from doing their duty and putting 
strikers in the saddle in every trouble- 
making that occurs in that bewildered 
community. 

The situation in San Francisco comes 
about not because the business men of 
that city are any more in favor of the 
closed shop with its violence and vio- 
lation of law than those of Los Ange- 
les. It is simply that they lack the 
spirit and courage in the northern city 
that marks the character of those in 
Los Angeles.

‘America, thanks to its tobacco-chewing 
proclivity, is pre-eminent among nations in 
the matter of profuse and accurate expec 
toration. But this country is entirely out- 
classed by the European nations in the mat- 
ter of superstitious beliefs about the cura- 
tive effects of the salivary gland secretions. 
As an example of this, Dr. Howard D. King 
recently cited the following: In parts of 
Scotiand warts on the hand are supposed to

 Wanish with great celerity should they 


anointed each morning with the first spittle 
formed by their owner’s salivary glands 
after awaking. The most extraordinary part 
of the story is that there seems to be a de- 
gree of truth in it. In America the cura- 
tive power of spittle is vouched for by many 
of the intelligent classes. The wounds of 


dogs are said to heal best if treated solely - 


with the injured animal’s tongue. 
“In county Meath the cure of warts is ac- 


' complished by first spitting upon the hearth 


immediately after arising; following this, a 
second installment of saliva is applied to 
the wart. In applying the spittle to the wart 
the second finger must be used. The use of

The food elements in 
milk are present in such form that they are 
more digestible and more easily assimilated 
than the same food elements in other forms 
of food products.” 


Where Fools Rush in. 


The cock-sureness of ignorance is one of 
the characteristics which distinguishes hu- 
man beings from the lower animals. Ex- 
amples of this human peculiarity have been 


* brought into the limelight recently in the 


form of suggestions for checking the epl- 
demic of infantile paralysis. The newspa- 
pers have been deluged by these sugges- 
tions, most of them coming from persons 
who confessedly know nothing whatever 
about the disease, but who, like Mark 
Twain's magician, Merlin, “actually believed 
in his own magic.” 


The New York Tribune recently pub- 
lished some of the remedies offered, which 
included “hydrotherapy, vegetarianism, 
sugar and eggs, faith, salt water, and a vast 
number of other things, the letters usually 
beginning: ‘Infantile paralysis, in my opin- 
ion, is bred from the same source as summer 
complaint; or The prevailing epidemic is, I 
believe, a form of grip; or, The present 
plague can easily be arrested by following 
these simple rules; or, The epidemic is 
largely psychological,’ etc. 

“It is not possible and it would be clearly 
unprofitable to publish all these interesting 
opinions, or guesses. They come for the 
most part from well-meaning people who 
make no pretense whatever to the slightest 
experience and many of whom are quite 
willing to admit that they have never 
treated or ever seen a case in theirJives. It 
is interesting to observe that the most dog- 
matic are not at all embarrassed in confess- 
ing their ignorance, and the assurance that 
a great deal of thought and labor has been 
expended in studying the disease does not 
impress them in the least. They smile 
patiently at all doubts about their qualifica- 
tions and proceed to descant upon the vir- 
tues of their invaluable remedies. Most of 
these people in ordinary times make up the 
rank and file of the. societies of antivac- 
cinists, antivivisectionists, and so forth. 
They believe that the whole médical profes- 
sion is in a conspiracy against common 
sense.” 


Suicide and the Aged. 5 


An examination of records in France 
shows that “frequency of suicide runs par- 
allel with age, and the maximum is attained 
in the most advanced period of life.” The 
records throw some light on the question as 
to whether or not people cling tenaciously 
to life in spite of age and misfortunes, at 
least in France. But English statistics, and 
such American records as are available, in- 
dicate that the outlook on life of elderly and 
unfortunate Englishmen and Americans is 
somewhat different from that of senile 
Frenchmen, For in Anglo-Saxon countries 
the suicide rate falls off rapidly after sixty- 
five. 


aged Frenchmen is physical suffering. But 
there is no evidence that Frenchmen are 
more afflicted in this respect than their 
‘cross channel neighbors. The frequency 
of the resort to suicide, therefore, seems to 
be due to temperamental rather than 
physical peculiarities. In any event, life 
appears to be more attractive in its last 
stages to Englishmen than to Frenchmen, 
just as it has the outward appearance of 
being less so in the earlier years of life.

VERY few years the question of hav- 

ing Congress adopt a floral embiem 

for this country crops up. Just now 
some agitation has. been started by a patrt- 
otic but very narrow minded Representa- 
tive from one of the southern States, who 
wishes Kalmia latifolia, a strictly southern 
shrub, adopted for our national flower. A 
few benighted florists and horticulturists 
in the village of New York and in other 
little towns thereabout also indorse the 
“wicky.” For there are several species of 
Kalmia in that little southern neck of the 
woods, all much alike, and one is called 
Wicky, surely a dignified name for a 
floral emblem for the mightiest nation on 
earth: Other names for these species are 
lamb-kili and  calf-kiil, for the foliage 
is poisonous to live stock. Why not feed 
some to the one who seeks to thrust his 
own little local scheme on the whole coun- 
try? No Kalmia will thrive in more than 
one-fourth of the United States. 

What we need, and earnestly desire, is’ 
an emblem that is national and not sectional 
—something comparable to our “blooming 
heagle, don't you know.“ A few years ago 
the golden-rod was suggested, and it surely 
is representative, for some of the many 
species grow luxuriantly in every State in 
the Union. But it is a weed, and when it 
is in blossom it is the vilest of all flowers for 
producing hay fever and asthma in thouw- 
sands of our patriotic citizens. A columbine 
society has for years tried to thrust its 

wer upon us but it does not succeed in 

y sections; nor is it impressive or suf- 
ficiently enduring. We must have some- 
thing tried and true. 

Now comes a veteran iris grower and 

wishes us to adopt that flower, the national 
embiem of France; but this one point alone 
disposes of the iris, fine flower that it is. 
We might, with good wgrrant, urge our 
California poppy, for it thrives gloriously 
in every State in the Union if fresh seeds 
are planted every spring. But we do not 
wish our Uncle Samuel to consider it to 
wear on his official lapel for one second, 
except on special occasions and in honor 
of the Golden State, it is so distinctly Call- 
fornian, so typical of the Golden West.

If in each clutch, there is one white 
hen and one black cock, or one black hen 
and one white cock, there is a certainty 
of blue fowls if these are mated. If one 
breeds a blue hen to a blue cock, he must 
keep the clutch of eggs separate and in- 
te them all. If they all hatch, there 
to be half as many blacks as blues, 
half as many whites as blues, because 
so many combinations as to color are pos
